Make us sensible of our union one with another as thy 
children, that we may strive wisely to order all things among us according to 
thy will; for the sake of him who laid down his life for us, thy Son, our 
Saviour, Jesus Christ. Amen. 


FOR THE COUNTRY 


ALMIGHTY GOD, who in the former time didst lead our fathers forth 
into a wealthy place; give thy grace, we humbly beseech thee, to us, their 
children, that we may always approve ourselves a people mindful of thy favor, 
and glad to do thy will. Bless our land with honorable industry, sound learn- 
ing, and pure religion. Defend our liberties, preserve our unity. Save us from

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violence, discord, and confusion, from pride and arrogancy, and from every 
evil way. Fashion into one happy people the multitudes brought hither out

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Notes on the Proposed Orders of Worship 


_ The General Conference of 1928 ordered the appointment of a Com- 
mission by the Board of Bishops on Worship and Music, to consist of five 
bishops, five other ministers, and five laymen. Report number six, adopted 
May 14, was in part as follows: ‘““We recommend that this commission be 
instructed to prepare, in accordance with the recommendation of the Epis- 
copal Address, at least two Orders of Public Worship, which shall be printed 
in the Discipline in place of Paragraph 72 for the use of our churches. We 
recommend that in each Annual Conference there be appointed a Commission 
on Worship and Music to co-operate with this general Commission within 
the several Conferences.” As the outcome of careful consideration during 
three sessions of the Commission on Worship and Music the Orders of Wor- 
ship printed herewith were adopted. 

The suggestions laid before the Committee of the General Conference 
of 1928 by the Rev. Fred Winslow Adams and the Rev. Earl Enyeart Harper 
appear to the Commission so pertinent and valuable that we here reprint 
several paragraphs, with certain adaptations. 

We test an order of public worship as we test church architecture. We 
ask, does it create for us a worshipful atmosphere, does it produce in us the 
right mood of worship, does it give us an awareness of God—a sense of our 
own shortcomings and need, and of the divine forgiveness and infilling, does 
it help us to realize the fruits of the Spirit? 

By such a test many ministers and laymen have felt that there was 
something lacking in the Order of Service printed in our Methodist Hymnal. 
Students of liturgics are quite agreed that the outer form of public worship 
should parallel the inner experience of worship. This inner experience 
follows a discoverable sequence. Professor Edgar S. Brightman, of our 
Boston University School. of Theology (‘Religious Values,” Abingdon 
Press) ; Dean Willard L. Sperry (“Reality in Worship,” Yale Press), and 
Dr. Von Ogden Vogt (“Modern Worship,” Yale Press), approaching the 
subject from different viewpoints arrive at practically the same conclusion 
as to this order. The pattern of worship as suggested by Dr. Von Ogden 
Vogt is a composition of seven vital elements—Vision, Humility, Vitality, 
Recollection, Illumination, Dedication, Peace. “If these essential formal 
elements are utilized to convey a well selected content of things new and 
old, they will constitute a service of worship vivid and moving.” 

Careful research reveals the fact that approximately this order obtains 
in the great liturgies which have lived through the centuries; those of the 
Hebrew Temple, the Roman and Greek Catholic and the Anglican Churches, 
and preserved by John Wesley in his Order of Sunday Service, and Holy 
Communion. This sequence is followed in all the orders here presented. 

In 1784 the Methodist Episcopal Church, at the famous Christmas Con- 
ference, Baltimore, adopted the “Wesley Sunday Service” and “Holy Com- 
munion” as its official liturgy. The liturgy for Communion has been retained 
through the years, but the “Sunday Service” fell into disuse though it was 
never abrogated. Its extreme length, and the lack of training in liturgical 
music, together with the informal character of our early evangelism, may 
have been among the reasons why the Wesley Service fell into disuse. The 
growing culture of the Church as a result of our schools and colleges, 
together with the shortening of the entire service and the omission of some 
of the more technical musical parts, without in any way sacrificing the logical 
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sequence, has resulted in a service at once usable and inspiring, which ca 
conducted in forty to forty-five minutes, leaving thirty minutes for the 
mon. It also provides more opportunity for worship on the part of the 
gregation, giving them participation in prayers and responses. The ope 
sentences help create the mood of worship, and the versicles (responses < 
prayer and hymn) give smoothness of transition, like modulation in m 
The whole arrangement helps to make the service of worship develo 
harmony with Christian experience. 


INTERPRETATION 


There is a sense in which a service of worship is a Festival of 
carrying one from Vision to Dedication, with resulting Peace. 


Vision. By singing a worship hymn and using the responsive Ca 
Worship “The Lord is in his Holy Temple”—“Let all the earth keep sil 
before him,” an attitude of contemplation is induced, designed to brin

Humility. The true humility which the awareness of God is bo 
produce finds best expression in the General Confession or the Collect 
Purity, in which all the people unite. The prayer our Lord taught us to : 
naturally follows. 


Exaltation. The next great note is in the reactive experience of ; 
ness and joy, expressed in an anthem of praise, or as the congregation ; 
and chant the Venite—“O come let us sing unto the Lord,” or as they 
in a responsive reading and the Gloria. : 


Recollection and Illumination. The Scripture Lessons with antig: 
of praise recall past experience, and grounds of faith. In close conne 
with these is placed the Declaration of Faith, which usually will be> 
Apostles’ Creed. 


Dedication. This finds expression in the Pastoral Prayer and the 
shipful act of the Offertory (tithes and offerings). The sermon may: 
up the entire act of worship and help the worshiper to a saving assura 
final surrender (“Here am I, send me!”). 


Peace. After the adventure of the spirit in worship, there follov 
final moments of peace and consecration to service expressed in a c 
hymn, a silent prayer, and the benediction. If God has indeed been 
shiped in spirit and in reality, then the soul is reborn in the things o 
Spirit, and made ready for the task ahead in Christian living and kin 
creativity.
